GENEVA, July 31.—()—A flat 
Italian demand that the League ‘of 
Nations’ council limit discussion of 
the Italo-Ethiopian crisis to its ‘arbi- 
tration phase met firm British insist- 
ence today that the council, if neces- 
sary, ultimately thrash the whole 
thing out. 

That open clash developed as the 
council met in momentous session to 
seek ways of saving Africa from war 
and, after an hour, adjourned to gire 
negotiators 24 hours to work out bases 
for resumption of arbitration and con- 
ciliation procedure. 

Ethiopia’s representative, Professor 
Gaston Jeze, who backed up Britain's 
demand that the council's agenda not 
be restricted, told the council arbitra- 
tion had failed and there seemed “po 
hope of its succeeding.” He added: 

Situation Grows Worse. 

“The general situation ‘between 
Italy and Ethiopia is steadily grow- 
ing worse,” * 

Hours before the council assembled 
secretly at 5 p. m., Italy’s stand had 
been foreshadowed in the words of an 
Italian spokesman, who said: 

“Conciliation has not really begun 
because Ethiopia wants to bring in 
other frontier questions, It would 
take years to settle territorial ques- 
tions, 

“We have come to Geneva merely 
to advocate the resumption of concilia- 
tion. . . . The world geems to forget 
Italy is literally suffocating. Our 
population is increasing yearly by 
500,000. We must expand or perish.

BERLIN, July 31.—(4)—Extraor-

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., July 21.— 
(P)—Frederick H. Gillett, former 
United States senator from Massa- 
chusetts and for six years speaker of 
the national house, died early today 
at Springfield hospital. . 

He was 83, a republican of the old 
guard. He served Massachusetts in 
congress for 38 years. 

He became a patient at Spring- 
field hospital July 10, and on Mon- 
day attending physicians said death 
was imminent. 

Dr. James A. Seaman said death 
a bleod defi- 
ciency rare in men of his age. Mrs. 
Gillett and Dr. Seaman were wtih 
him when he died. 


Funeral services will be held at 
the Westfield, Mass., home Friday 
afternoon. 


~The former senator had been in 
retirement, writing his memoirs and 
spending his winters at Santa Bar- 
bara, Cal., since he left the senate 
‘in 1931. | 
He divided his time between his 
family home at Westfield, Mass., 
where he spent his summers, and his 
winter home in California. He stop- 
ped a few weeks each year in Wash- 
ington, where he maintained a resi- 
dence, 


In 1919 he succeeded the late 
Champ Clark as speaker of the house, 
where he had served since 1893, He 
was the first Massachusetts man 
chosen speaker since the Civil War. 

After six vears as speaker, he en- 
tered the Massachusetts senatorial 
fight and defeated Senator -David I, 
Walsh, who was seeking re-election. 
He retired after six years in the 
senate, 

Gillett was graduated from Am- 
herst College in 1874 and later from 
Harvard law school. He entered the 
practice of law at Springfield, Mass., 
and was elected to the common coun- 
cil. He served as attorney-general of 
Massachusetts from 1879 to 1882 and 
in the state legislature in 1890-91. 

He is survived by his widow, Mrs. 
Christine Rice Hoar Gillett; a sister, 
Lucy Gillett, of Westfield, and a 
brother, Arthr L. Gillett, professor 
emeritus of Hartford Theological Sem- 
‘inary, Hartford, Conn.

Army Lisntenint Feared 
Lost in Test Flight on 
Coast of California. 


LOS ANGELES, July 31.—P— 
Two circles of fresh oil three-quar- 
ters of a mile off shore provided an 
ominous clue tonight in the mysterious 
disappearance of a speedy new army 
pursuit plane. 


‘The oil spots, south of the Poiut 
Vincent lighthouse, heightened fears 
of Lieutenant William Van Dusen, 
leader of the extensive aerial search. 
that the low-winged craft had plunged 
into the ocean. 


The plane, piloted by Lieutenant Ar- 
thur H, Skaer Jr., disappeared yester- 
day during a test flight. 

Coast guard boats were dispatched 
to the site with orders to make an 

itensive survey of the ocean (for 
wreckage. 

The plane, built by the Northrup 


Corporation, had a top speed of 325 
miles an hour, making it possibly the 
fastest military aircraft in the world. 
Considerable secrecy shrouded its de- 
velopment and_ testing. 

The oil spots were all that could be 
found by more than a dozen searching 
|army planes. < 

One spot was described as 30 feet 

in diameter, the other as about 15 
feet. 
The plane that..Lieutenant Skaer 
took aloft early yesterday afternoon 
on a scheduled test flight of only a 
few hours represented a startling ad- 
vance in military aircraft.. [t was de- 
signed to fly at its top spéed only 200 
feet off the ground, enabling it to pour 
a withering machine gun fire below. 

The plane had a capacity of three 
men, two of whom would be gunners 
tu man the nine machine guns. The 
landing speed was 100 miles an hour. 

Lieutenant Van Dusen said that be- 
cause of the heavy fog yesterday he 
believed it was likely the plane had 
plummetted into the ocean unseen.

Georgia National Guard 
Asks Grant To Erect 


Permanent Quarters. 


ee SOGR 


Adjutant General Lindley W. Camp 
announced yesterday that the Geor- 
gia national guard has asked the fed- 
eral government for a grant of $S800,- 
000 to build permanent armories for 
all of the units of the guard. 

The adjutant general said the peti- 
tion for funds was being handled 
through the War Department but ex- 
pected that if the money is obtained 
it would come through the Works 
Progress Administration. 

Camp said that he could not re- 
veal the details of the program, but 
added that if it is accomplished all: 


of the units of the guard will have 
an armory of -their:own and abandon 
those now in service, most of which 
are temporary quarters, leased or 
loaned. 

It is generally expected that the 
largest armory planned under the 
program will be in Atlanta, with an- 
other large unit in Macon. 

General Camp said that the ap- 
plication for funds had been forward- 
ed to the chief of the nfilitia bureau 
in the War Department for consid-: 
eration by proper authorities. 

The adjutant general also revealed 
that a committee of officers of the 
guard, representing the entire estab- 
lishment of 4,000 officers and enlist- 
ed men, at present is in Washington 
negotiating for a permanent Georgia 
camp site for guard units. At pres- 
ent the units train at Fort McClel- 
lan, Ala., Camp Jackson, 8S. C., and 
Camp Foster, Fla. 

“We are trying to get a place in 
Georgia of from ,10,000 to 20, 
acres which would be suitable for 
training,” the adjutant general said. 
“We would erect permanent buildings 


and keep our major equipment at the 
‘camp site.”

No Peeping Toms. 


Not a single newspaperman will be 
allowed to witness what goes on on 
the Italian side should it come to a 
war between Italy and Ethiopia. Even 
Italian journalists are prohibited from 
following the troops of their own 
country to Eritrea and Italian Soma- 
liland to describe their debarkation, 
arrangements for their reception and 
the inland march of the modern Ro- 
man legions. The general interpre- 
tation of these orders barring ob- 
servers is, at least here in Paris, that 
the Italian military commanders are 
under instructions to proceed with the 
utmost ruthlessness against the Abys- 
sinians. 

What happened to the Arabic tribes 
in Cyrenaica and the Tripolitan hin- 
terland, where, according to a report 
on file with the League of Nagions, 
200,000 men, women and children were 
massacred in cold blood less than four 
years ago, may perhaps serve as an 
indication of what the Italian press 
means when it speaks of the army 
being imbued with the Duce’s spirit 
of “military realism.” 


Within a Year. 


Signor D. Mascia, chief of the Amer- 
ican section of the ministry of foreign 
affairs, informs me that the Duce's 
orders are formal and that no excep- 
tions will be made “not even in the 
case of Italian journalists.” Count 
Cenio, Mussolini's son-in-law, who is 
in Paris at present, told me: “The 
whole campaign in Africa will be a 
strictly Italian affair. It is nobody’s 
business how and what we do in Abys- 
sinia. We will inform the world when 
the job is finished.” 

To a quick question as to how long 
he thought it would take Italy to 
conguer Abyssinia, the count replied: 
“Before a year is over we will be sit- 
ting in Addis Ababa,” 

This tallies exactly with Mussolini's 
own prediction to the representative of 
the Parisian newspaper “Oeuvre,” to 
whom the Duce made the following 
sensational declaration: “In 1936 
there will be no representative of 
Abyssinia in the League of Nations, 
or else the League of Nations will be 
dead. Italy can never again sit to- 
gether with the representatives of a 
backward barbarous people. It was 
a gross mistake ever to have admitted 
Abyssinia to the League.” 

2 + . - 
When Will It Start? 

So far the word “war” has not been 
pronounced by Mussolini, although the 
“concessioned ovationists,” that is the 
group of blackshirts who have the job 
of cheering the Duce and leading the 
people in applauding whenever he 
makes a public appearance or speech, 
have been shouting nothing else but 
“Duce Guerra! Duce Guerra!” (Guer- 
ra means war). Will there be a 
war declaration or a break-off soon? 
About half-way August a sensational 
move is expected. Mussolini might 
fly to Africa and appear before the 
army. That will be the signal. The 
signal might take some other form. 
But at any rate, counting from mid- 
August onward, it will then he abont 
a month before hostilities are in prog-

Boxing was forbidden in Germany 
under the kaiser just as it was for- 
bidden in all but a few American 
cities. After the war the Germane 
took it up in a methodical, main- 
strength sort of way, but they have 
little knack for it even now. The 
American Jew of the city slums, how- 
ever, has been winning medals among 
the amateurs and fortunes among the 
professionals for years. 


Schmeling was the best the Germans 
could produce, and he won the heavy- 
weight, championship sitting down, 
thanks to the quick resourcefulness of 
an American Jew, Joe Jacobs, his 
manager, who leaped into the ring at 
the Yankee, stadium and kicked up 
such a row that the fight could ‘not 
go -on. 


Up to that moment Schmeling was 
losing to Jack Sharkey and, with a 
manager less alert and bold, he prob- 
ably would have been called upon to 
endure the foul which had put him 
on the canvas and continue the fight.

But they are poor and they call themselves poor. They endure a+ 
lot of hardships and privations. They slice the bread thin. They worry 
about the children’s shoes. 

Would these poor ones profit by any proposed division of wealth: 

Well, there are many ways to. share the rich man’s wealth, bu: 
there is only one way to get it. It must be taken away from him. 

It could be confiscated—that is, stolen—as the Russians did it, amd 
then divided among the needy. The stock of the Standard Oil com- 
panies, General Motors, the Ford Motor Company and other great cor- 
porations could be taken from the present owners and given to the poor. 

But that method wouldn’t please honest people, and not a single po- 
litical leader or Utopian scheme suggests such a thing. It simply isn’t 
possible, America’s people being what they are, and any discussion of it 
is silly. 

How, then, could the wealth be divided? 

The only plan yet suggested, and the only one that has the remotest 
chance of being adopted, is to take it from the rich by taxation and 
then dole it out in some manner to the jobless and destitute. 

That is the plan now in use. And any further “sharing of the 
wealth” will be accomplished by extending the same plan. 

It does not now, and never will, make the poor richer. 
effect is to make the rich poorer. 

That may satisfy envy, but wilt it help you personally? 
get any of the wealth that is shared? 

Not if you belong to the second class of poor—-those who have Jobs. 
You won’t get a doilar, except as charity. If you don’t need charity, 


you won’t share the wealth.

Pasteurization of milk destroys 
about 38 per cent of the vitamin B 
complex. (Another good reason, in 
my judgment, for preferring grade A 
raw milk to pasteurized, if grade A 
raw from tuberculin-tested cows 18 
available.) 

The physician who is undecided in 
his own mind concerning the role of 
vitamin A in preventing infection will 
find the scientific observations cited 
by Dr. Lewis interesting. It appears 
that deficiency of vitamin A ‘tends to 
impair the first line of defense, the 
epithelium of the mucous membranes, 
When there is insufficient vitamin A 
this epithelial lining shifts from col- 
umnar to squamous, that is, from 
delicate, soft, functionally alive cells 
to hard, dry scaly, functionally dead 
cells. It is obvious that the latter 
would be less formidable to bacterial 
invaders. 

Puerperal sepsis, that is. blood pol- 
soning after childbirth, was only one- 
fourth as frequent among 225 women 
in Sheffield University hospital who 
received an extra ration of vitamins A 
and D for a few weeks prior to child- 
birth, as among 225 women in the 
same hospital who did not receive the 
vitamin ration. 

In spite of the fact that the diet 
of the averaze American family is fair- 
ly well balanced there is still a rela- 
tive deficiency of vitamins. Lack of 
vitamins should be included in the 
consideration of sterility. Premature 
delivery and stillbirth may be due to 
vitamin deficiency in some cases. Per- 
nicious vomiting may be @ feature of 
polyneuritis, and vitamin B is both 
remedy and prophylactic. Calcium- 
phosphorus metabolism is favorably 
influenced by vitamin D. The autri- 
tion of the baby depends on the vita- 
mins transmitted through the milk. 
and tkis is another reason why the 
prospective mother should have an 
optimal ration of vitamins in het 


diet.

HIGH ELK.OFFICIAL |Important Rabun County Highway 
Now Assured of Paving This Year 


Paving ‘of the Georgia section of 
the Tri-States highway through Ra- 
bun county this year was assured yes- 
terday when the Federal Forestry Serv- 
ice and the State Highway Board 
agreed to put up $80,000 needed for 
the projert. 

_The road, which links with a main 
highway running along the western 
North and South Caro- 
lina, traverses eight miles through 
the tip of Rabun county. 


Congressman B. Frank Whelchel, 
of Gainesville, in whose district Ra- 
bun county is located, notified the 
highway board the forestry service 
had agreed to pay $65,000 of the 
$80,000 needed for the paving and 
Chairma’ W. FE. Wilburn said the 
highway board was ready and anxious 
to pay the other $15,000, 


To the north the road connects 
with important highways leading 
through North Carolina and Tennes- 
see and te the south it feeds the most 
important roads leading through South 
Carolina to Columbia and Charleston. 


Two yiare ago when Judge John 
S. Wood, of Canton, represented the 
ninth district in congress he obtained 
a grant of $40,000 from the forestry 
department for the grading of the 
highway and this fund was matched 
with another $40,000 from the State 
Highway Board. This grading work 
is now nearing completion and the 
paving ill get under way just as 
soon as details are worked out. 

Chairman Wilburn said that inas- 
much as. the funds from the federal 
governmen‘ ave being provided through 
the forestry department they are 


not expected to be tied up by being 


involved in the controversy now holc- 
ing up Georgia's regular federal high- 


“Georgia is more than happy to 
contribute the $15,000 to go with the 
$65,000 furnished by the forestry 
service,” Commissioner John Heck, 
the north Georgia member of the 
highway board, said. “While the 
road serves only a small area in Geor- 
gia it serves 4 great area in our neigh- 
boring states and will be used by 
thousands of Georgians every year.”

ITALY DENIES REPORT 
15,000 ILL OF DYSENTERY 


ROME, July 31.—(4)—Benito Mus- 
solini seized control of Italy’s metal 
and fuel imports for possible war use 
today while his newspaper, Il Popolo 
d'Italia, renewed demands for “total 
solution” of Rome’s quarrel with Ad- 
dis Ababa. 


“The only judge is Italy.” Il Popolo 
said 1n an editorial believed to be from 
Il Duce’s own pen. It declared the 
problem “not one of treating with 
Geneva. without Geneva or against 
Geneva.” 

An official spokesman, meanwhile, 
denied reports received at Geneva 15.- 
000 Italian soldiers sent to East Af- 
rica were ill of dysentery. 


Two royal decrees issued today 
marked another phase of Italy’s in- 
tensive preparation for war. One gave 
the government full monopoly, under 
twe main bureaus, of coal, coke and 
their by-products and of copper, tin, 
nickel, sheet and other needed metals. 
The other empowered the government 
to requisition shipping for troop 
transport. 


The monopoly, technically effective 
tomorrow although private operators 
were given one month to liquidate 
contracts. was decreed “to regulate 
the acquisition on the foreign market 
in relation with bettering the possibili- 
ties for development in-the Italian ex- 
an official commnnique 
explained. 

Neutral observers, however, said its 
primary importance lay in the fact 
that it gave the government immediate 
command of all incoming basic mate- 
rials for possible use in war. 

Il‘ Popolo’s vigorous. article, after 
reviewing Italo-Ethiopian relations 
and the development of the current 
controversy, cited “the vital needs of 
the Italian people and the nation’s 
security in east Africa” as “irrefu- 
table arguments” supporting Italy’s 
course.

ITALY PROHIBITED 
FROM MAKING U. S. LOANS 

WASHINGTON, July 31.—(7))— 
Under the Johnson act, Italy would 
be prohibited from making loans in 
this country to finance any hostilities 
with Ethiopia. 

The state department, however, has 
no information of any loan negotia- 
tions between American bankers and 
Italian firms. 

Under the Johnson act all countries 
in default of war debts are prohibited 
from making loans here. Italy has 
defaulted on several debt installments,

TAX ON CHARITY GIFTS 
WILL BE GUT IN BILL

President Roosevelt, at a press con- 
ference, remarked that 58 of the rich- 
est persons in the country—whom he 
described facetiously as the “58 thrifti- 
est people in the United States—paid 
no tax in 1932 on 37 per cent of their 
income. + 
President Opposed Change. 


At a press conference last week the 
President objected to the attempt to 
change existing law, under which cor- 
porations may deduct from their tax- 
able net income only the gifts and 
donations essential to the maintenance 
of their business, 


Under that, for example, a big fac- 
tory in a small town could donate to 
a hospital or a recreation center on 
the ground that the gift was neces- 
sary to maintain satisfactory operat- 
ing conditions. 

The President’s attitude was that all 
gifts and donations by corporations 
were made for the purpose of building 
up good will. His idea, he explained, 
was that the investors in corpora- 
tions had a right to the profits which 
might be distributed in the form of 
gifts. 

Immediately after he said that, Com- 
munity Chests and Councils, Inc., and 
Jewish and Catholie charitable organ- 
izations issued a joint statement dis 
agreeing with him. Allen Burns, of 
the Community Chests, insisted that 
refusal to permit deductions would 
cost charitable institutions $20,000,000 
a year and “take us back to the horse 
and buggy days of private charity.” 

In a new statement taday, Burns 
said corporation gifts comprised about 
25 per cent of the fund contributed to 
private charity. It was made on tke

icy “to tax those with ability to pay.” 

Interesting to some was the demo- 
crats’ promise that the intercorporate 
dividends tax would be considered Jat- 
er “in. connection with discouraging 
chains of holding cémpanies,” 

Numerous attempts to amend the 
bill when it reaches that stage on the 
house floor Friday were under way. 
The liberal bloc, for instance, met to- 
day and decided that instead of boost- 
ing surtaxes only on inecomeg over 
$50,000, as the present bill would do, 
the hike should apply te all individual 
incomes over $5,000. 

They agreed, too, that the new taxes 
on inheritances should be approximate- 
ly the same as those on income.

Market Outlook

NEW YORK, July 31.—(UP)— 
Tradérs decided tonight, after the list 
again had advanced, to play the stock 
market cautiously for the time being. 

The time is appreaching when some 
gains must be cut down lest the list 
become’ top-heavy. . Many profegsion- 
als ‘crept ont quietly, feeling that this 
time is not far away. This was em- 
phasized by the fact that today’s 
gains—in which utilities were the 
leaders—were wighout any specific 


backing. 

In the five hours today, 1,910,000 
shares were exchanged and at the 
close, gains ir the utility list extend- 
ed to five points with such leaders as 
Consolidatec Gas, Public Service of 
New Jersey and Peoples Gas at new 
1935 peaks. The Dow-Jones utility 
average also was at a new years 
high. Industrial and railroad aver- 
ages gainéd but less noticeably than 
the utility group. 

There war: but one thing to account 
for the utility climb and that was 
the weekly report of the Edison Elec- 
trie Institute showing another sharp 
rise in electric power production. 
This, however, is not a clear-cut mar- 
ket factor, for electric power preduc- 
tion has beer advancing eteadily in 
recent weeks accompanying thé pick- 
up in industrial operations. Conse- 
quently some professionals believed 
the utility strength might bé just a 
climatic demonstration. 

The groups advising caution also 
pointed to the list’s showing this 
month. Dow-Jones industrial average 
gained 8.02 points, the railroad aver- 
age gained 2.38 points and the utility 
averages gained 1.96 points. They 
also point »ut the ¢urrent rise start- 
ed March 15 and has not had any 
great readjustment, Since March 14 
the industria! average has risen 20.52 
points, the railroad average 7.80 
points and the utility average 9.39 
points. 

Therefore they feel some realizing 
movement is about due.. But this does 
not affect the longer term optimism. 
In fact a realizing movement would 
consolidaie the market's position and 
place it in position to accompany the 
business rise which is expected to 
gain greater momentum as summer 
passés, 

As a result Wall Street tonight 
could be called short-term cautious 
and long-term bullish. Some believe 
the adjustment realizing will- not 
come until congress adjourns, figuring 
the small traders will jump in to buy 
then, thus permitting the big traders 
to grab profits. Others feel the ad- 
justment may be a littlé sooner as 
result of the recent sharp gains and 
therefore prescribe extreme wariness 
in making any new commitments with 
stop-loss orders close to the market.

UF ROAD GIVEN 1. C. C. 


Consolidation of Missouri 
Pacific, Subsidiaries Sought 
by Van Sweringen. 


WASHINGTON, July 31.—(4)—A 
preven reorganization plan for the 
fissouri Pacific railway system. un- 
der which the Van Sweringen-control- 
led Alleghany Corporation would hold 
36 per cent of the stocks, was sub- 
mitted today. to the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. 

Presented by 0. P. Van Sweringen 
on behalf of the Mossouri Pacific 
board of directors, the plan would 
eonsolidate that road and 30 sub- 
sidiaries, 

For 33 classes of stock now out- 
standing, the system would have only 
two stock issues—},053,554 shares of 
common of no -par value, and 620,630 
shares of 51-2 per cent cumulative 
first preferred. 

Eighty-three existing varieties of in- 
debtedness would be consolidated into 
three forms of obligation—a single 
comprehensive mortgage having a 4 
per cent fixed interest, with conver- 
tible income 5 per cent general mort- 
gage bonds, and convertible income

The board of directors would have 
15 members, of which the Reconstruc-

The Journal of Commerce crop esti- 
mate came out today, naming a fig- 
ure of 10,550,000 bales, a total much 
below recent private estimates and the 
general opinion in the trade. This low 
estimate, combined with an uncon- 
firmed report that a loan announce- 
ment might be released overnight in- 
duced short covering which augmented 
the advance. 

October finished at 11.58, the best 
rice for the day, and the finals of 

ecember at 11.46, January at 11.45 
and March at 11.38 were also the best 
prices scored during the session. 

Trading was a little more active on 
the advance. and professionals show- 
red more inclination to take part in a 
rising market than they had during 
the recent days of scattered dealings. 

Liverpoot gave the local market lit- 
tle encouragement at the start of trad- 
ing. Cables from abroad _ reported 
that light Bombay buying was meeting 
hedging and some selling by the trade.

It is generally assumed that when the lads trudged into 
Hellas for the Olympic games in the good old days, a thousand 
or so years ago, there were only amateurs in the games. The 
awards were not watches which would be taken down on De- 
catur street and hocked for a substantial sum and there were 
no “‘liberal’”’ expense allowances. 

The award was the laurel wreath placed about the perspir- 
ing brow. And nothing else. But as a matter of fact, the best 
reporters of the day state there were some professional scandals 
in those days. And even so the Olympic victor was maintained 
at the expense of the state for one year. 


Today the trend seems to be toward professionalism 
in sports. The amateur-golfer is about the only real 

amateur left. The track athlete gets his “‘expenses.” 

The tennis players get “expenses,” lower berths and 

are maintained by the clubs holding tournaments. 

But the amateur golfer pays his own way. No club can 
maintain him. He can’t accept expense money. He foots all 
his bills. The only way he can cheat the game is to have some 
wealthy gentleman “sponsor” him and that is quite illegal and 
the player will be thrown out on his ear, so to speak, if the 
fact becomes known. Not many of them get by with it. 

So, the amateur golfer is the only amateur on 
horizon who really can claim the title of amateur. 

The Olympic games in the old days did not have any pro- 
moters lingering around, rattling the drachmas-in his pocket and 
speaking of contracts calling for $20,000 the year. 

oday when an athlete begins to earn ribbons in 
the newspapers and to have his picture displayed in 
three and four column cuts, the promoters begin to 
gather around. 

And there is this to be said for turning professional on 
the basis of a good contract. Remaining an‘ amateur will not 
care for dependents, buy a home or clothing. And other neces- 
sities. So, it becomes strictly a matter for the individual to 


decide.

BABE DIDRIKSON. 

All of which brings me once more to the subject of Babe 
Didrikson. She is a great woman athlete but this does not mean 
a great deal. Because the best of the track and field records 
set by women are not better, if as good, than those which 
high school kids can establish. And no one gets greatly ex- 
cited about the women athletes. The best of their tennis; play- 
ers can’t beat the best of the masculine players. And their best 
golfers couldn’t beat anyone of the first 10 in the U. S. G. A. 
ranks of male performers. This is no criticism of the ladies. 
They just can’t do it. 

But, I have just read in the papers that Mildred 
(Babe) Didrikson has earned between $25,000 and 
$35,000 in the two years she has been performing pro- 
fessionally. Managers, of course, got part of that. But 
even so the Babe must have salted away some of it. 

When the Babe became a professional after the last Olympic 
games, she did it in a whole-hearted manner. She took money_ 
for playing billiards, for playing baseball, basketball and for 
running on the track. She even signed a baseball contract and 
pitched for one of the bearded House of David teams. | 

She hadn’t played any golf for money and when 
she won the Texas state tournament she was ruled out 
of any future plays as an amateur golfer despite the 
fact she was an amateur golfer. She promptly became 
a professional golfer and Gene Sarazen is teamed with 
her in exhibitions and announces the girl will soon be- 
come the best of the women golf players. 

She is earning more money and this time there is no man- 
ager taking a percentage. She should earn good money for 
several years to come. 


WELL, WHY NOT? 

There are people who still think it something of a step- 
down to desert amateur ranks for the professional field. And 
the Babe was subjected to some pretty small criticism for taking 
the step. 

But the facts are, as I have read them, the Babe’s 
family was not blessed with wealth. She was working 

in an insurance office and the criticism seemed to be 

that she had a job and should not have gone off into 

professional athletics. 

It is, | think, something of the individual’s business. The 
Babe owed no debt to anyone. She had performed for nothing 
for associations which made considerable money from her per- 
formances. And if she wished to better herself and the family 
by earning real money it was quite right and proper. 

It was not so many years ago there was something 

of a stigma attached to entering professional sport but 

the professional tennis players, aided by the professional 

football men, seemed to have dissipated that. 

It is interesting to note, therefore, the modern trend which 
seems to be toward professional sport as having more of the

PRIVATE UTILITIES 
TO AID RURAL PLANS 


Genepeniin Offer To Bear 
Part of Expense for Power 


Line Extensions. 


WASHINGTON, July 31.—(@)— 
Private utilities were disclosed today 
to have offered to undertake a $238,- 
249,000 rural electrification program 
if the government puts up most of 
the funds. 

In making this announcement Ad- 
ministrator Morris L. Cooke, of the 
Rural Electrification Administration, 
said he had been assured that for 
every dollar contributed by the gov- 
ernment, the utilities would spend ‘40 
or 50 cents” on private extensions of 
power lines to the farmer. 

Emphasizing that “ample provision 
will be made for the financing of sim- 
ilar projects sponsored by _ public 
bodies and by farm co-operatives,’ 
Cooke- nevertheless added at a press 
conference that the private firms pro's- 
ably would handle 95 per cent of the 
government program. 

He remarked that 95 per cent of 
the nation’s electricity is supplied »y 
private utilities, and added in re- 
sponse to a question as to the prob- 
able ratio of REA’s private and pub- 
lic loans, “It will be hard to upset 
that balance.”
